Save and Ride 


NE of the New York banks has recently instituted an 

interesting campaign which has a very definite appli- 
cation to the automotive industry. This institution is now 
sending out to its clients and prospective clients an attrac- 
tive folder, advising them to save their money during the 
winter and buy a motor car in the spring. Definite plans 
are outlined for saving given amounts within a certain 
period. The folder points out that the depositor who begins 
saving for a spring car now will get the benefit of interest 
payments on his savings instead of having to pay interest 
for the use of money which he borrows to buy a car on the 
installment plan. 

It is a good idea to save money. We need thrift in even 
greater degree than we have it. Saving to buy a car next 
year, however, has the definite disadvantage of depriving 
the buyer of his car until a later date, with the loss of effi- 
ciency and pleasure which ownership brings. It must not be 
forgotten that the motor car, more than all else, promotes 
efficiency. It is utilitarian. It increases individual produc- 
tivity. For this reason the higher thrift in the purchase 
of a car is to get the use of the vehicle at the earliest possible 
moment and turn it to the most efficient service.
